I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1958* 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  mid  1958  estimate  of 
the  population,  there  is  a  decrease  of  20  from  the  previous  cor¬ 
responding  perioda 

The  Adjusted  Death  Rate  of  7*9  compares  favourably  with  the 
11*7  average  for  England  and  Wales*  The  other  rates  show  little 
change  from  1  957* 

Again  the  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  is  Nil* 

Only  one  case,  which  was  transferred  from  another  area  was 
added  to  the  Tuberculosis  Register*  Two  recovered  cases  were 
removed  from  the  Register* 

The  information  in  this  report  on  food  premises,  shops, 
factories,  housing  etc.,  is  compiled  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspector  to  v/hom  I  am  indebted.

ADJUSTED  BIRTH  AND  DEATH  RATE  :  COMPARABILITY  FACTOR 

Local  Birth  Rates  are  expressed  in  terras  of  population. 
These  populations  are  estimated  hy  the  Registrar  General  and 
comprise  persons  of  all  agesj,  including  those  who  have  no 
influence  on  the  "birth  rate0  mhese  latter  do,  however, 
affect  the  "birth  rate  in  thai;  a  nigh  proportion  of  them  in  a 
population  tends  to  lower,  and  a  small  proportion  tends  to 
raise  the  true  rate.  The  size  of  this  proportion  will  vary  in 
different  areas  and,  therefore,  the  elimination  or  standard¬ 
ization  of  such  a  factor  will  give  a  truer  comparison  "between 
areas. 


The  Registrar  General  issues  a  comparability  factor  on 
these  lines  Multiplication  of  the  crude  "birth  rate  of  an  area 
"by  the  comparbility  factor  gives  the  adjusted  birth  rate  and 
can  be  compared  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales# 

The  comparability  factor  for  deaths  is  obtained  in  a 
similar  way  to  the  above.  The  factors  for  certain  areas,  where 
rapid  increase  or  reduction  in  the  population  materially 
affects  its  comparison  by  sex  and  age  groups,  are  also 
adjusted  on  that  a.ccount.  Death  Rate  area  comparbility 
factors  are  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any 
residential  institutions  in  each  area.  _  Birth  Rate  area 
comparability  factors  are  also  adjusted  to  take  account  oi 
the  presence  of  sterile  populations  in  institutions  for  che 
mentally  ill  or  mentally  deficient.

Both  cases  occurred  in  the  same  household  as  the  enteric 
fever.  The  source  of  the  infection  was  not  discovered  and  "both 
made  an  uneventful  recovery. 

Enteric  Fever • 

This  occurred  in  a  "boy  aged  10  years  who  presumably  was 
infected  by  another  member  of  the  household.  The  latter  showed 
no  symptoms  of  the  disease. 

Both  cases  have  had  periodic  stool  examinations  and  all  have 
since  proved  negative.  No  other  contacts  developed  the  disease. 
(One  case  only  was  notified  to  this  Authority). 

Food  Poisoning. 

The  causative  organism  in  the  case  was  salmonella  typhi- 
murium  and  affected  a  boy  aged  1  2  years  and  his  mother.  It  was 
first  discovered  when  the  mother  became  ill.  Specimens  from  all 
contacts  were  negative  except  from  the  boy  who  had  no  symptoms  of 
the  disease.. 

After  a  full  investigation  the  probable  source  of  infection 
was  found  to  be  a  cafe  outside  this  area.  No  other  contacts 
developed  the  disease. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation . 

In  Leiston-cum-Sizewell  Urban  District  in  1  958,  40  primary 
immunisations  we re  carried  out  by  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  and 
General  Practitioners.  The  ages  of  the  children  immunised  were

The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  was  1 57  lbs.  The  principal 
causes  of  eondemnation  were  Actinomycosis,  Abscess  and  Distomatosis. 

Other  foods : - 

32  tins  of  meat,  14  tins  of  fish,  63  tins  of  fruit,  5  tins 
milk,  46  tins  of  vegetables  and  1  tin  of  soup  (assorted  size  tins) 
were  surrendered  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Condemned  meat  is  disposed  of  to  the  Suffolk  Fat  and  Bone  Co, 
at  Oulton  Broad  and  tinned  foods  at  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tip. 


Food  Hygiene  Regulations 

The  compliance  withe  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  has  been 
well  received  by  the  occupiers  of  food  premises  in  the  district 
and  it  has  been  generally  found  that  so  far  no  formal  action  has 
been  necessary.

WATER  SUPPLY 


During  the  year  1  2  samples  of  water  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination,  10  were  taken  from  the  Council's 
supply  and  the  remaining  2  were  taken  from  a  private  well. 

A  typical  analysis  of  the  Council’s  supply  taken  on  the 
20th  October,  1958  was  as  follows 

Plate  count  yeastrel  agar  48  hours  37°  C.  aerobically  0  per  ml. 

Plate  count  3  days  at  R. T°  0  per  ml. 

Probable  Ny.  of  coliform  bacilli  MacConkey  2  days 

at  37°  Co  0  per  100 

Bacteriological  findings  very  satisfactory.. 

A  sample  of  water  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis  and  the 
opinion  given  by  the  analyst  was:- 

This  water  is  of  very  good  organic  quality  and  the  chemical 
analysis  shows  no  sign  whatever  of  pollution..  The  analysis  as  a 
whole  is  not  very  different  fr*om  that  carried  out  in  October,  1957 
(Our  cert.  613.1),  the  only  difference  noted  being  a  slight  increase 
in  the  total  hardness,  which  now  approximates  to  30°  Clark. 

The  water  on  this  occasion  contained  a  slight  trace  of  iron, 
but  the  amount  is  negligible  and  the  sample  was  clear  when  received 
and  remained  so  on  standing.  The  reaction  of  the  water  is  exactly 
neutral  and  it  would  not  be  expected  to  have  any  corrosive  action 
on  metals.  In  our  opinion  this  water  is  suitable  for  drinking 
and  general  purposes. 


CONSERVANCY. 


Although  the  bulk  of  the  Urban  District  is  sewered  there  are 
113  pail  closets  mainly  in  Sizewell  and  Coldfair  Green.  The  content 
of  which  are  collected  and  die posed  of  by  the  Council.
